I’lMLirO, Md., NovemlK*r 4. — .1 /seph E. Widener 
furnished the winner of the $10,000 Manly Memorial 
Stakes, the most valuable jumping race of the year, 
W'lien his seven -year -old Ethelbert gelding, Diiet- 
tiste, eaiiten*!! homo eight lengths in advance of 
one of tlie best bands of steeplechasers that has 
started in a race through the field this year. 

One of the largest crowds of the fall season jonr- 
neyed to old Pimlico this afternoon to witness the 
running of the attractive program, of which the 
Manly Memorial was the chief feature. Society was 
ont in full force, with large delegations from 
the various Hunt clubs filling the boxes and elnb- 
hoiise. The Army and Navy were also well repre- 
sented and many prominent in Washington’s official 
circles were seen among the big gathering. 

Ten high-class jumpers answered the call for the 
decision of the Manly Memorial and all but De- 
cisive finished the course. Toppy Nix, carrying the 
silks of Mrs. F. A. Clark, was the first to show 
In front and, fencing in faultless style, easily held 
sway for over two miles. He appeared a sure win- 
ner at that point, when suddenly the Widener 
representative. Duettiste, which had been carefully 
reserved during the early racing, took after the 
leader and, before the spectators realized it, had 
overtaken and passed him, drawing aw'ay into a big 
lead In the last eighth. 

The victory of Duettiste was a popular one, and 
much applause ' greeted the w’inner and his rider 
when they returned to the scales. Toppy Nix was 
second and Debadou third, the latter stumbling at 
the tenth jump, but recovering and finishing fast. 
Old Weld.ship ran a grand race for two miles before 
he tired. The winner’s share of the stakes was 
$7,S50. 

What was expected to furnish the main attraction 
on tl-e flat, the Forest Park Handicap at one mile, 
lost much of its interest W’licn the crack colt The 
Porter w’as withdrawn. Only three started, and 
Lord Brighton found no serious opiiosition from Jack

Shortage of Horses Predicted for 
Next Year — James Fitzsim- 
mons’ Large Stable. 



NEW YORK. N. Y.. November 4. — Matthew (*or- 
bett. known practically all over the country as 
*‘Matt.v** Corbett, has Iteen electeil president of the 
Metroimlitan Racing Association, which holds forth 
at Jamaica. The election of Mr. Corhett, to succeed 
former Senator W. K. Reynolds, took place at a 
dinner given by the directors and stockholders yes- 
terday. In speaking of the honors conferred ninm 
him, Mr. Corl)ctt said it came as a surprise to him. 
but that he would endeavor to do tlie best he could 
not only for tlie sto<‘khoIders but for the advance- 
ment of racing and the Iw^tterment of the turf gen- 
erally. Said Mr. Corbett: “I have b<*en inten*sled 
in turf affairs for upward of thirty years, therefore 
know u little something nlmut it. Of course, it is 
too early to speak of improvements to the plant, as 
the track is much in debt, whieli has to be paid 
off. After, that we shall improve and beautif.v the 
course.” Mr. Corbett is probably one of the l>est 
knowm null impulnr s|K>rtsmen in this country. 

Secretary Eurloeker has just returned from a trip 
to Saratoga to conclude some unfinished business 
of last season and arrange for future plans <‘on- 
eerning improvements connected with the land re- 
cently purchased by the association. It is probable 
this piece of land, which runs out to Union avenue, 
will be used for parking automobiles, the space 
last year being entirely inadequate for the demand. 

Shortage of horses is predicted for next year. On 
the New York tracks there were 1.441 horses 
started. Some of these include horses that fac*ed the 
flag ill Maryland in the spring and which did not 
run on the New York tracks proper. These figures 
indicate only about twice that number having 
started in New York, Maryland nnd Kentuek.v. Con- 
sidering that registrations this year were also l>e- 
low the average, there i.s gowl foundation for tlie 
belief that horses will be scarce next year. Owners 
are evidently beginning to realize this state of 
affairs. Judging by tlie high prices horses are bring- 
ing, iKitli at private sale and tlirougli the medium 
of claim iiig and selling races. ‘‘Most every one is 
willing to buy a horse.” said Sam Hildreth recently, 
‘‘but you have to dig mighty deep to get a good 
one.” 

James Fitzsininions will liave about forty hors«*s 
to look after this winter, notwitlist.andiug the ree«'nt 
sale of about a dozen youngsters out of his stable. 
‘The Quincy Stable has sold quite a numlier. hut 
still has plenty on hand.” said Fitzsimmons, ‘‘and 
while the purchasers did the picking, it is not a 
sure tiling they have plucked out the best.”

It was so 
young that Mr. Ross decided not to liave the horns 
mounted. Mr. Fettee and Dr. Towne. however, are 
having the heads of their prey mounted. In addi- 
tion to the moose. Mayor Fettee also killed a door. 

Striking out from Mont Jiili. the party visited the 
Mongntais Fish and Game ('luh in the heart of the 
forest and set forth from there a distanci* of mon* 
than forty miles into tiie wilds. All of the hunting 
was done in the Frovim-e of Qucliee. 

All stages of eivilizittioii were seen by the nieni- 
bers of the party, one of them says. And as the 
hunters went farther and fartln‘r into tlie wilder- 
ness the stag€*s of eivilizatiun lM‘eaine almost pre- 
historic. until when the heart of the fore.st was 
reaeheil eivilizution ceased alt»»gether. 

Dr. Towne, a incmlKT of the party, said that 
twent.T-two motisH and several det*r were sightisl 
l>y them, while partridges were as thick as flics. 
The fishing was excellent. In three liours one day, 
Dr. Towiie said, he eauglit lOH large trout. 

The parly returned home from Montreal in auto- 
iiiehiles.

— 8<nne time ago a 
whale-shark was captured in Florida waters by 
(’apt. Charles U. Thompson of this place. It was 
a monster, whiefi -iiad a length of forty -five feet, 
weight SO.OtK) iK>iinds. circumference twenty -three 
feet nine inches, diameter eight feet three inches, 
width of mouth thirty-eight inches, depth of.iiiouth 
forty-three inches, tongue forty inches, tjiil ten feet 
from tip to tip. i>ector;il fin five feet in length 
three feet in width, dorsal fin three fe«*t in length 
two feet nine inches in width, gills four feet long. 
Its hide was three inches thick, its liver weighed 
1.700 iMuiiids aiul in its mouth were several thou- 
sand teeth. It hail no scales. Its last meal was a 
fish Tveighing 1..5IXI iK»:iuds. 

Thompson iiariH>oned this fish from a Isnit only 
twenty feet in length off Knight's Key. Fla., on 
June 1, 1912. ^ The fish, with five liariNtous in him. 
fought for thirty -nine h«>iirs lM>fttre it gave up the 
fight. At that time it ha«l 1.51 bullets in its car- 
cass. It lived for five days. During every lour 

f»f the «Iay and night of I host* thirty -nine lauirs 
it was necessary to hale out the 1 * 00 ! so tiiat it 
should not bo swani|N>d. Then* wasiui GmmI in the 
boat, only a liotrie of water. Tae inrii never gave 
up the fight until they won.

CURIOSITY OF THE GRIZZLY BEAR 



Grizzlies in regions just invaded by white men 
api>ear to have put in much time trying to make 
out what these strange creatures were about. What 
man is doing is ever of first importance to the long 
lived grizzly. His interest in his surroundings ap 
liears to be greater than that of the average iierson, 
At any rate, the grizzly shows better knowledge of 
the habits of human beings than people have of the 
habits of bears. 

His is not the curiosity of the idle; the grizzly 
is not prying into the affairs of others for mere 
pastime, but is concerned only so fur as these 
affairs may benefit or harm him. His is the in 
telligent curiosity of a mind seeking facts. Most 
of the time he leads a solitary life; he rarely ex 
changes ideas or information with other bears, 
Most animals live in pairs or flocks and, eac 
gatiiering information for all, they divide sentinel 
duty; but single-handed the grizzly must get the 
news, must scout for himself. He is ever on the 
watch, does nothing blindly, and he simply must 
understand. 

Any unusual occurrence arouses a grizzly’s cu 
riohity, and is to him “u word to the wise.” His 
jiuccess lies in constant alertness. He might well 
Ik* likened to a frontiersman; he has tliat painstak 
ing vigilanw, that untiring energy, which seeks to 
discover whether this strange track, sound or dis 
placement is the camouflage which conceals the 
enemy or if it l>e a due which will lead to some 
tiling of uivantage. He at once endeavors to find 
out all that may be learned about it.

SUGAR TAMES A FIGHTING BULL 



It was in the famous arena now known in Mexico 
City as the Teatro el Toro, and which, bull- 
fighting having been forbidden by Carranza, is now 
the liome of Grand Opera, that one of the most 
astonishing Incidents in connection with the history 
of bull- fighting occurred. The record reads: 

A bull, £1 Bpnito, known as one of the fiercest 
fighters, on being brought into the arena charged 
and killed three horses and injured os many men 
without being touched by the estoqne of any mata- 
dor. 

As tlie bull stood bellowing defiance and with no 
one apparently willing to attack him, Miguel Ballo, 
a picador, who was a spectator in one of the boxes, 
leaped unarmed into the inclosure. In his out- 
stretched hand he carried tw’o lumps of sugar, which 
he nonchalantly offered to the bull. The animal 
suddenly ceased its bellow'ing and in a few moments 
doc-ilely lickeil the sugar from Ballo’s hand. The 
latter returned unharmed to bis box amid the 
plaudits of the spectators. 



U. S. ESTABLISHES STALLION FARM 



WASHINGTON, D. C.. November 4.— A new stal- 
lion farm, the only one of its kind in the country, 
was establish^ by the United States Department 
of Agriculture in co-operation with the Wyoming 
Agricultural College, at Buffalo, Wyo., July 1. It 
to be known as the United States-Wyoming 
Horse Breeding Station, where the work that has 
been done for the last fifteen years by the depart- 
ment in co-operation with the Colorado Agricultural 
College will be continued. 

The object of the work at this station will be 
to prodiic'e high-clas.s stallions suitable fur the pro- 
duction of utility horses adapted to w'estern range 
and farm conditions. Stallions at this station are 
available for use by mare owners in the community, 
and from time to time they will be sent for service 
to different parts of Wyoming and Colorado. Stal- 
lions dt'veluiied for the range w’cigh from 1,206 to 

1.400 iMMiiids. 



HUNTING. FISHING AND SPORT 



Members of the Lambs Clyb of New York are 
soon to take possession of a tract of 2,500 acres, 
which includes most of Mount Saddleback and 
Mount Hurricane, near Elizabethtown. The forest 
land contains good trout streams. 

Highly satisfactory progress is being made in the 
work of rescuing stranded food fishes from over- 
flowed lands in the Mississippi Valley. The. number 
of fishes rescued up to September 26 in the most 
productive fields exceeded 93,000,000. 

The signs jxiint to an open winter is the view 
of an Adirondack guide w'hose weather predictions 
have been regarded us being slirewd, if not uu- 
caiiiiy. He says that the hazelnuts this winter 
liave little meat in them — nature is not making 
much provision for the siiuirrels. The fur- bearing 
animals have unusually light c*oats for this time 
of the year — they are not being protected against 
the approach of severe weather. 



BRITISH ROYAL SPORTSMEN’S BIG STAGS 



To King George of England’s son. Prince Albert, 
is the honor of having brought down w'hat is prob- 
ably the largest stag ever shot on the royal estates 
at Balmoral, Sc*otland. In company w'ith the king 
and Prince Henry, September 5, on Craiggowen, 
Prince Albert shot down a gigantic fellow weighing 
316 iiounds, wiiich beats King George’s ‘‘ten iiointer” 
of 30S iMiunds. shot in September, 1909; While King 
Edward’s record was one of 294 imunds, brought 
down as far back as August, 1866. On September 5 
two fine stags fell to the king’s rifle and one to 
Prince Henry. Over the Gallic moors a few days 
previously the king had some fair sport among the 
grouse, and before the royal party leaves Balmoral 
there will probably be u drive of roedeer from the 
woods of the Birkhall estate.

CHICAGO, 111., November 4. — Weather forecast: 
Illinois — Generally fair tonight and Wednesday; 
somewhat colder tonight ih extreme west and south 
portions; rising temperature Wednesday afternoon 
in north and west portions. Missouri — Fair tonight 
and prohabl.v Wednesday; colder in southeast por- 
tion tonight; rising temperature Wednesday. Gen- 
eral forecast: No additional precipitation of con- 

sequence is anticipated in the north central states, 
but it is possible that the weather may remain 
cloudy and not clear in most of the area. The 
temperature will rise tonight in the plains states 
and on Wednesday in the sections east across the 
Mississippi Valley and the western lake region. 

NEW YORK. N. Y., November 4. — Electors in five 
states went to the polls today to ballot for gov- 
ernors, while eleetion of lesser officials and deci- 
sions on const itutiYnal questions faced the voters 
of several other states. Governors are being eleeted 
in Kentucky, Maryland, Massachusetts, Mississippi 
and New Jersey. The elections in Ohio are being 
watched with interest by “wet” and “dry” advo- 
cates, as tliere, for the first time in any state, a 
l>opular vote is being taken on the eighteenth 
amendment to the constitution. 'Tliis is being ac- 
complished by a referendum on the legislature’s 
action in ratifying the amendment. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Inti., November 4. — Breaking his 
silence here for the first time since he was served 
with the restraining order from the court of Federal 
Judge Anderson last Friday, John L. Lewis, acting 
president of the United Mine Workers of America, 
gave out the following brief statement in regard to 
government efforts to end the strike of approxi- 
mately 425,000 soft coal miners: “The machinery of 
the Joint system of bargaining in the mining industry 
is intact. It would be a simple matter for the 
government and the coal operators again to set it in 
motion to negotiate a w’age agreement.” 

WASHINGTON, D. C.. November 4.— Develop- 
ments today were looked forward to here as likely 
to afford an index to the duration of the coal 
strike. A spirit of hoi>efulness that the end of the 
strike was near was prevalent. Government officials 
were of the opinion that the broad powers of the 
federal court injunction in shutting off the strike 
funds would force the miners to return to work and 
bring the Labor leaders them- 

selves were said to hold the vtew that the miners 
could not hold out long for lack of subsistence caused 
by the oiieration of the injunction. 

PITTSBURGH, Pa.. November 4.— 'Tlie first 
United States troops to come into Pennsylvania 
for duty during the coal strike were encamped to- 
day at Brownsville, on the edge of the great non- 
union field southeast of Pittsburgh. The 140 men 
in the force were in command of Col. E. D. Evans 
and came from Fort Niagara, N. Y. Nonunion 
mines in the Brownsville territory yesterday es- 
tablished a record production. The situation in the 
organizeil districts of Pennsylvania today showed 
no change. 

LONDON, England, November 4. — The advancing 
bolshevik army southwest of Petrograd has captured 
Gatchina and Lugn and the position of Gen. 
Yiideniteh’s white army has become precarious, 
according to advices from Helsingfors today. One 
unconfirmed report aa^d that Gen. Yudeniteb’s army 
was nearly surrounded. A news agency corre- 
spondent at the Finnish capital reported that Gen. 
Yudenitch’s forces were retreating, falling back to 
a line nine miles west of the position held Thurs- 
day. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., November 4.— A special 
committee of three members to be appointed by 
the President to deal with the soft coal strike in 
an attempt to arbitrate and settle the same is pro- 
vided for in a joint resolution introduced in the 
Senate this afternoon by Senatmr Kenyon, Repub- 
lican, of Iowa. At Senator Kenyon’s request the 
resolution was referred to the Senate committee on 
education and labor, of which he is chairman. 

CHICAGO, 111., November 4.— J. H. Christy, 
deputy internal revenue collector, working out of the 
office of Julius F. Smietanka, in charge of the 
Chicago district, was suspended today on orders 
from Col. L. G. Nutt, revenue agent, investigating 
the reported sale of $100,000 worth of liquor taken 
from the Sibley w’arehouse at Clark street and the 
river, and the alleged passing^ of $38,000 to police 
and other officials as bribe money. 

NEW YORK, N. Y., November 4.— Foisting of 
prohibition on the United States was a blunder 
charged with danger and loaded with disastrous 
probabilities, declared Samuel Gompers, president of 
the American Federation of Labor, in discussing last 
night its probable relation to unrest among work- 
ingmen in some parts of the country. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., November 4.— Efforts to 
reach a basis for ixissible settlement of tlie strike 
of bituminous coal miners were made toilay at a 
conference here between Federal Fuel Administrator 
Garfield and J. D. A. Morrow, president of the 
National Coal Association, an organization of the 
lending coal operators of the country. 

TOKYO, Japan, October 27 (Delayed.) — Japan has 
not yet ratified the treaty of Versailles. The eni 
p<‘ror’s ratification of the treaty w’as postponed after 
uewspai>erH liad announced it us an accomplished 
fact. Promulgation of the treaty is exi>ected fol- 
lowing the meeting of the cabinet council next 
week. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., November 4. — No new pro 
l>osal fur the settlement of the Fiume question has 
reached the American government either from France 
or Great Britain, it was said totlay at the state 
department. Further than this statement, officials 
would not discuss the question. 

PARIS, France, November 4. — The coal shortage, 
which already has held the attention of the French 
public, has become more critical within tlie last 
few’ days on account of tiie snow and intense cold. 
Tlie newspaiiers insist that measures be taken with- 
out delay to meet tiic crisis. 

WASIIING'TON, D. C., November 4. — An interna- 
tional convention limiting hours of work in industry 
to forty-eight hours a week in all countries ratifying 
the agreement by July 1, 1921, w’as proiiosed to the 
internutiuuul labor conference today by the organiz- 
ing conimitt(>e. 

BOSTON, Mass., November 4. — Adrift in their do- 
ries eighty miles from shore, three fishermen were 
compelled to row thirty hours before they set foot 
on solid soil at Nantucket. The schoauer to which 
they belonged hud not arrived when they reached 
shore. 

NEW YORK, N. Y., November 4. — The end of the 
uutioiiul coal strike in four weeks was seen here 
today by James Lord, president of the miners’ 
(iepurtmeut of the American Federation of Labor, 
after u conference w’ith Samuel Gumi>ers. 

NEW’ YORK, N. Y., November 4. — Health author- 
ties are insisting that “rat guards” be placed on all 
ship’s cables. Plague -bearing rats leave ships from 
Mediterruueau iiorts w’hen the guards, bits of tin, 
are not on the cables. 

FARGO, N. D., November 4. — Low temperatures 
prevailed today, following two days of snowfall over 
virtually all of North Dakota. 

BOSTON, Mass., November 4. — Mrs. Dora Mintz, 
29, . slept twetity-four days after an attack of iu- 
flueuzu.
